4. Specifically on line 1 of claim 5, applicant erroneously typed “2” as a claim 
reference and neither applicant nor the Examiner detected this error during 
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prosecution. It is clear that claim 5 can only refer to claim 4, for it develops 
from 4 arms, which claim 2 does not contain. 

On line 4 of claim 5, applicant erroneously forgot to type a hyphen between 
“helping” and “hand”; in the Merriam Webster dictionary, “helping hand” has a 
different meaning than “helping-hand”, which is a tool. 

On line 1 of claim 6, applicant erroneously forgot to type a comma between 
“comprising” and “in addition”; 

On line 4 of claim 6, applicant erroneously forgot to type a hyphen between 
i “helping” and “hand”; in the Merriam Webster dictionary, “helping hand” has a 
different meaning than “helping-hand”, which is a tool. 

On line 8 of claim 18, applicant erroneously forgot to type a colon after “the 
steps of’. 

On Column 5, at the end of line 50, on Column 5, line 65, and on Column 7, at 
the beginning of line 36, applicant erroneously and exceptionally typed “parts” 
instead of “arms” after “movable” to the opposite of what is typed elsewhere in 
the specification, before and after these lines. 

On Column 5, line 5 of the specification, applicant erroneously typed ‘come’ 
instead of ‘comes’. 

On Column 1 1, at the end of line 47 of the specification, applicant erroneously 
typed a period instead of a comma. 

Errors arisen through the fault of the PTO or the GPO came principally because 
penultimate substitute specification was used instead of the last substitute 
specification that Examiner accepted on 10/28/02. They arose also because 
some omissions, including a big one (column 1, line 62), and some 
mistranscriptions, were made in the specification. There is also a surprising 
difference between the “Parent Case Text” shown Column 1, lines 6-8, and the 
“Related U.S. Application Data” such as printed in the deed. In the “Parent Case 
Text”, just after “abandoned” is missing — , which is a continuation of Ser. No. 
07/938,211, filed Sept. 3, 1992, now abandoned, — . It might be also wondered 
whether — on Sept. 3, 1992, as the National Stage of — should not replace “as” 
in the “Related U.S. Application Data” section of the deed, line 3. 

And as the Merriam-Webster and the American Heritage Dictionaries only grant 
a meaning to “objets d’art” and not to “objects d’art”, it is recommended to 
revert to “objets d’art” from the interesting initiative of the PTO or the GPO to 
turn it into “objects d’art”. 

Above and in the certificate of correction, patentee made his best to give the 
correct line number where the correction is to be made. This number has been 
counted from the beginning of the column when it was clear that the multiples of 
5 printed were not representing the real number of line aside them. 
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It is also suggested to replace FIG. 5 with FIG. 2, FIG. 3 or FIG. 4 for 
illustrating the abstract, because FIG. 5 shows additional components that are 
not enumerated in the abstract.
